SPA, BELGIUM, July 17—"We have 


accomplished much during the Spa- 
conference, but it would have been 
better if the United States had acted 
as an impartial participant," declared 
Premier Lloyd George before leaving 
for London today. 


The British premier was apparently 


well satisfied with the result of the 
discussions, which came to an end last 
night when the Germans signed the 
allied coal protocol 
pledging them- 


selves to deliver to the allies 2,000,- 
000 tons of coal monthly for a speci- 
fied time. 


When Mr. Lloyd George was asked 


where the next conference of the al- 
lied foreign ministers would be held 
he laughed as he replied: 


to safeguard the United States against' 
being drawn into war without action 
by congress.
